| the plaintiff from office, Mr. Hernon 
formed the opinion that he was guilty of 
misconduct and incapacity. It was ‘further 
pleaded that when defendants refused to 
wird the plaintiff an allowante. his sole 
enjedv was to appeal to the Minister, which 
ile had not done, 

Mr. J. M. FitzGerald, K.C.. Mr. Lavery, 
K 0. Mr. Kingsmill Moore, K.C.. and Mr. 
G. IO Connor (instructed bv Messrs. Stewart 
and Orr) appeared for the plaintiff; Mr.

“ OUTSTANDING 


James J. Triston., formerly Town Clerk of 
Dun Laoghaire Urban. District Council. ex- 
amined in support of the plaintiff's case, 
ail that he had been Town Clerk from 
1926 until October, 1930, and. before that, 
had been in the Council’s service for many 
Mr. Doody was competent, . con- 
soientious and helpful in the highest degree, 
and’ the Council records contained many 
tributes to Mr. Doody's outstanding services 
in special matters. After the amalgamation 
of the South Dublin bodies in 1930 the 
witness remained in the service until June, 
1931, when he retired on pension. After 
the amalgamation he regarded Mr. Doody, as 
did everyone connected with the Borough 
administration, as Mr. Hernon’s right-hand 
man. Abstracts of accounts were never 
furnished within the prescribed period, anj 
that was never expected. It was part of the 
lown Clerk’s duty to furnish those docu- 
ments to the Ministry, but the work had te 
ve| done by his chief clerical officer.

Was dismissed without inquiry or notice, and 
whether his dismissal was bad because the 
local Offices and Employments (Amendment) 
Order, 1930, was wltra vires.

The plaintiff's evidence, particularly In 
‘ross-examination. raised a new issue, which 
was not pleaded—a charge of mala fides 
against Mr. Hernon—a charge that, in order 
lo cove? up his own misdeeds, he got rid of 
the plaintiff. If ever a case required to be 
set, out in pleadings, that was one. It was 
h charge of misrepresenting the position to 
the Minister, and was much more. If there 
was an attack on Mr. Hernon’s good faith, 
t should have heen put in black and white. 
Mr. Justice Meredith—I think anyone could 
have seen that this was an ‘‘all-in”’ bout. 
Wr. Gavan Duffy asked the Court to note 
his objection. that the plea was one which 
was not open to the plaintiff, if it was not 
put in the pleadings. 

The material question to consider was what 
was the plaintiff's tenure.

When he came to Dun Laoghaire his work 
was extremely varied, difficult, and of an ex- 
tensive nature, in supervision and administra- 
tion of the borough. His work came under 
two distinct heads. He had to perform all 
the duties. attached to the office of Town 
Clerk for the local authority, and, as Borough 
Manager, he was responsible for the manage 
ment, supervision and general direction of all 
the Corporation's functions. The Borough 
Surveyor’s and Accountant’s departments 
had their own staffs, which those officers 
supervised. He had 47 permanent officials 
and a staff of from 160 to 180 employés. 

Mr. Justice Meredith—Were you ui at 
sible for the accountaney department ?— Yes, 
for the department, but I had an officer there. 


OFFICE STAFFING 


Proceeding, the witness said that his duties 
required him to spend a considerable time 
outside his office. One of his first acts was 
te continue Mr, Doody as accountant. At 
the time he had the highest possible opinion 
of Mr. Deody, and was prepared to find him 
most competent and helpful. Mr. shú and 
Mr. Murray, cashier, were ex-officials of Dun 
Laoghaire Urban District Council. The wit- 
ness appointed Mr. Mason as assistant to Mr. 
Doody. ‘The duties of an official, such as Mr. 
Doody, were well set out in a document of 
1925, and were the keeping of all the main 
accounts of the Council and the supervision 
of all the subsidiary accoutits. 

Mr. Gavan Duffy said that this document 
was drawn up by Mr. Doody. 

Mr. Lavery— When he was in another pos!- 
tion. 

The witness said that the duties were the 
samme as those under the Urban Council, 
except that they were increased. : 

Mr. Justice Meredith asked if all these 
ofhcials were appointed aíter the amalgama- 
tion without any definition of their duties. 

The witness—I found them there. 

Mr. Justice Meredith—Suppose any dis. 
pute arose between you and any of them as 
to the duties you could set them? 

The witness—Mr. Doody carried, out the 
same duties as he was carrying ot under 
the abolished body, except that they were 
increased. 

Mr. Justice Meredith—There was a tradi. 
tion of the office. 


NO COMPLAINTS 

The witness said that Mr. Doody never 
complained of excessive work being put on 
him, except that at one time he complained 
that he could not continue certain develop- 
ment work in connection with the township 
whieh. he then was doing, and which was 
non-statutory. The witness spoke to another 
man and asked if extra staff was required, 
but Mr. Doody continued the work. 

Mr. Lavery—No extra staff was 
offered to Mr. Doody. 

The witness said that when he first went 
to Dun Laoghaire the plaintiff had Mr, 
Murray and a typist assisting him. After the 
fusion the plaintiff was also assisted by 
Messrs. Triston, Mason and Taggart. No 
complaint was made to the witness as to the 
inadequacy of the staff. 

In the early part of 1952 bing: happened 
that changed his opinion of Mr. Doody, and, 
as a result, he took action. He wrote a 
letter to him, but got no reply, and, his 
suspicions being aroused, he requested the 
Minister to hold’ an audit into the affaixs of 
the Board. In February, 1932, he got a 
letter from the National Bank asking whether 
the Council was going to complete the 
arrangemerts for the purchase of £32,000 ó 
per cent, stock, arrangements for which had 
been made before the establishment of the 
Borough. He had been getting letters from 
the Minister regarding the non-production of 
the abstract of accounts, and he forwarded 
the letters to Mr. Doody, but got no reply. 

In reply to Mr. Justice Meredith, he said 
that the relationship between Mr. Doody and 
him began to be less cordial from the time 
of the writing of those letters. 


REQUEST FOR AUDIT 

Mr. Justice Meredith—When you got thes 
letters from the Minister asking a definite 
question, and forwarded them to Mr. Doody, 
and did not get a reply, did you say: 
‘Very well. I will not reply to the 
Minister ’’?—I took it up with the Minister. 

Did you reply to the Minister?—I did 
not reply in writing. 

The witness said that there had been a 
communication from the Department of 
Local Government in regard to the recoup- 
ment of portion of the pension of Dr. 
Vaughan, a frmer Town Clerk. This had

snot been recouped since 1928. Something 


had occurred in connection with the stamp- 
ing of insurance cards, and he got in touch 
with the Ministry to send down a special 
inspector to investigate the matter.  . 

He requested an audit for the beginning 
of July, 1932, in regard to the general 
accounts of the Borough. The auditor 
arrived on the 9th August, and at that date 
he felt that things might not be too bad, and 
that the financial department merely needed 
to be tightened up. He did not anticipate 
anything like what subsequently happened. 

lt was not a fact, as had been stated, said 
Mr. Hernon, chat it had been arranged that 
he should check the Sundry Small Revenue 
Book. He did no' write to the Minister 
to have the audit, but asked him to arrange 
for it. 

Mr. Justice Meredith—If you wanted this 
audit, and wanted it because you thought 
something was wrong, was not it very im- 
portart to show that this audit was being 
called at your request? 

Mr Hernon—That is so, but sometimes 
the books were not audited for a year. There 
was a great scarcity ot auditors, and, in 
some cases, an audit did not take place for 
two years. 

Mr. Justice Meredith—Have you a shred 
of written document to show that you re- 
quested it because you recognised things 
were going wrong, and that you were calling 
the attention of the Local Government De- 
partment to «he fact that you wanted an 
audit for that reason?—No; I have nothing 
in writing. 

The further hearing was adjourned until 
next Wednesday,

An ex-parte application was made by Mr, 
J. J. Mooney (instructed by Mr. Charles 8.

ALLEGATIONS 


SAYS HAIR WAS PULLED 


T the Military Tribunal in Collins 
Barracks, Dublin, yesterday, William 
McCarthy, Killathy, Glanworth, Co. 

Cerk, and Denis Conlon, same address, were 
charged with being members of an unlawful 
association, and with breaking telegraph 
wires, on June 4, 1935, in County Cork, 

This case had already come before the 
Tribunal, and had been adjourned pending 
the consideration of a point which arose 
with regard to the admission of certain evi- 
dence. 

When the case was resumed yesterday, 
Mr. Gearoid O'Sullivan (instructed by Mr. 
D. O'Mahoney), who defended, asked for an 
order to enable him to have the matter 
raised in the High Court. 

The order was refused. 

Mr. Michael O’Brien (instructed by Mr. 
J. 8. O'Connor, solicitor to ‘the Attorney- 
General) prosecuted. 

Detective-Officer Moore, continuing his evi- 
dence from the previous hearing, said that 
he told the accused man, McCarthy, that he 
was about to interrogate him under Article 
9, of the Constitution, and read to him the 
specified section. He then took a statement 
from McCarthy, which was made volun. 
tarily. 

Mr. O'Brien proceeded to read the state-. 
mént as follows :—‘' I am a farmer’s son and 
26 years of age,” when Mr, O'Sullivan 
objected, and said that the statement was 
not taken voluntarily. . 

The President said that the statement 
could afterwards be refused admission if the 
necessity arose. 

Mr, O'Sullivan said that he would not 
make the statement to the Court if he 
had not evidence to support. it. 

The Court decided to hear the evidence 
of the accuséd man McCarthy as to the 
circumstances under which the statement was 


taken. 
ABUSE ALLEGED 


McCarthy, giving evidence, said that he 
was arrested in June last, and he was asked 
questions, in Fermoy, ' every day and night 
for two days.” e was interrogated by 
Detective-Officer Moclair, Detective-Officer 
Donovan and Superintendent Brady. He was 
told by Superintendent Brady that ‘they 
could strip me naked and put me out in the 
yard for the night.” Threats were used, 
and Detective-Officer Mocluir drew a revolver, 
and said that he would ' put me up against 
a wall and shoot me if 1 didn’t answey 
questions.’ Witness said that he was also 
told ‘‘to go down to the room and prepare 
myself, as I had not long to live.” 

Mr. O’Sullivan—Who said that? 

Witness—Superintendent Brady and Detec- 
tive-Officer Moclaar. 

Witness added that, in the lavatory, he was 
‘choked against the wall’’ by Detective- 
Officer Moclair and a plain clothes detective,

Witness added that Superintendent Brady, 
D.0. Moclair ard D.O. Donovan were pre- 
sent. . 

Did any of them use ‘he pincers?—No. 

Where did you ge: the pincets?’—The

awful way.” k: 


What did this detective-oficer do with the 
pineers ’—My hair was dragged cut an awful 
way. 

Were you pulled off the chair?—I was 
pulled off the chair. 

How long did that last?—About an hour 
altogether—the  hair-pulling bout ten 
minutes. 

Can you remember any other atrocity ?’—

“You want him He is your way and you 
will not get him J] will get Mr. Barry 
for you.” Witness replied that he. did not 
know Mr. Barry, and did not want him.

Mr. O'Sullivan produced a blood-stained 
shirt which McCarthy said he was wearing 
at the time he “was arrested. The blood 
Stains were, the result of cuts on his face; 
Which he got in Cork when he was removed 
there from Fermoy.

At this stage Mr. O'Sullivan asked for. an 
order for the production of Captain Quish, 
who is at present in custody, as a witness.

A PRISONER’S EVIDENCE 


Captain Denis P. Quish, who was brought 
from Mountjoy under escort, said that he was 
in Fermoy Barracks between June 6th-8th 
and saw McCarthy there.” Witness was then 
in custody in the day room,. McCarthy was 
taken out from the day room and brought up 
stairs, and, a few minutes later witness heard 
the screams as if a man was being beaten. 

Sergeant Moore, in reply to Mr. O’Brien, 
said that he was stationed at Union Quay 
Barracks, Cork, but had been on temporary 
duty at Fermoy. He did not in any way 
threaten or ill-treat McCarthy, and he did 
not see Superintendent Brady or Detective 
Officers Moclair or Donovan to do so, He did 
not see pincers used to pull hair out of 
McCarthy's head, nor did the prisoner make 
any complaint of such treatment. Witness 
took a statement from McCarthy, to. whom 
no threats were made or inducements held 
out. 

Cross-examined, the witness said that he 
knew that McCarthy was questioned while 
witness was not present. H McCarthy had 
been terrorised in any way witness would 
know about it, because anything like that 
would soon get out in a barracks. Witness 
did not hear McCarthy for a doctor or 
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Irish Thread Manufacturing Co., of Dublin, 
which had bee. established primarily for 
the purpose of manufacturing linen thread. 
The company said their plant was suitable 
for doing a number of the processes of 
cotton thread. and that they proposed to do 
this. The objection had not been pressed, 
however, and, anyway, the purpose of the 
Order was to enable the industry to be satis- 
factorily carried on in the West of Ireland. 


“ OUTRAGEOUS SCHEME” 


Mr. MULCAHY (U.1., Dublin) said that 
they saw, from this proposed first (Order, 
how outrageous the whole scheme was. It 
was a matter that affected Irish industry 
in its most impertant aspects. This new 
company had appeared on the horizon in 
some kind of way and proposed to produce 
the whole of the Saorstat’s annual require- 
ments, on condition that cotton thread was 
made a reserved commodity, and no other 
person was ailowed to have anything to dó 
with the manufacture ow importation of it 
in future.

He wanted 
to know from the Minister what conditions 
he had imposed upon the company, and 
what information he had obtained, about 
pany to manufacture from the raw yarn the 
them, and from them. When was the com-

VIRTUAL MONOPOLY 


Mr. NORTON (Lab., Kildare) said that 
the Minister displayed remarkable skill in not 
telling the House the conditions he proposed 
to umpose on this company to manufacture 
thread in. Westport. The Dail was entitled 
to know the precise conditions he had in 
mind, for the Minister was virtually con- 
lerring a monopoly on the firm. There might

Clononeu Castle 


Mr. John P. Dalton writes:—The 
pileged interment of Anne Boleyn at 
Clonfert exemplifies the fantastic notions 
that too largely adulterate our ‘ tra- 
Hitional history.” In yesterday’s “ Irish- 
man’s Diary’? Mr. MHardress' J. 
Waller correctly refers the Boleyn legend 
to its true location—namely, Clononéy 
{-astle, between Cloghan and Ferbane ; but 
he errs in describing the tombstone at 
‘lononey as ‘‘ inscribed to the memory of 
| Mary Boleyn, sister of Anne Boleyn.’ ” 
The most authentic information now ob- 
fainable on the subject is contained in 
Thomas Lalor Cooke’s “ History of Birr.”’ 
p work which. was published in 1875, 
híter its author’s death. As this book has 
become exceedingly rare, 1 had better cite 
the pertinent passage verbatim. It reads: 
In or about the year 1803 some 
labourers employed raising stones for the 
bwiding of the barracks or canal locks 
near the castle discovered a kind of cave 
in the limestone rock, within about a 
hundred vards of the castle. In this cave, 
#t a depth of about twelve feet under the 
suriace, and beneath a heap of stones, 
npparently placed there for the purpose of 
roncealment. was found a large limestone 
lar, eight feet long by four feet wide. 
pnd one foot thick. There then appeared 
mnderneath the slab, as was said, a coffin 
fut in the solid rock, containing the 
hones of two persons greatly decayed. On 
this slab was an inscription, then perfectly 
legible, and which was seen and copied by 
the writer ef this many rears afterwards. 


. 


It appears the slab is even yet there. The 
inscription is cut in alto relievo on the 
lower end of the stone, as if reserving the 
upper part for something else The 
following is a copy: 
“ Here under leys Elisabeth and 
Mary Bull, daughters of 
Thomas Bullyn son of George 
Bullyn the son. of. George Bullyn 
Vicount Rochford son of Sr 
Thomas Bullyn Erle of Ormond 
and Willsheere.’”’ 
Tt is*thus seen that the two Boleyn ladies 
‘who “were interred at Clononey were not 
sisters of the ill-fated Anne Boleyn, but 
great-granddaughters of Anne’s brother, 
George Viscount Rochford. 

It is well known that the persecution 
to which the Boleyn family was subjected 
by Henry VIII. did not cease with the 
execution of his spouse. Anne, and of her 

rother George, in 1536, nor even with 
Henry’s death in 1547. The presumption, 
i seems to be that, in the reign 
of Elizabeth, if not before, some junior 
member or members of the house fled for 
shelter to Ireland. Yet, if the George 
Boleyn who became Dean of Lichfield was. 
as has been generally assumed, a son of 
George Viscount Rochford, the pedigree 
recorded on the tombstone will present a 
further difficulty, for the younger George 
is there stated to have been the: grand- 
father of the ladies named in the Clononey 
monument. Clononey, or Cluain Damhna, 
was one of the castles of the McColgans, 
Chiefs of Delvin Eathra. 


Ghe Snapshot Season 


At this time of year it is unusual to see 
any group of holidaymakers that is not 
centred, sooner or later, about a packet of 
amateur photographs. A short time spent 
in any chemist’s shop is almost sure to 
show some amateur snapshotter who calls 
hopefully for his or her prints, and who 
cannot wait until leaving the shop before 
examining them and registering delight or 
disappointment as the .case may be. 
Friends who meet in the street produce 
prints of their own, and some of the 
remarks made by the outraged victims of 
the amateur photographer are well worth 
overhearing. Every snapshot reminds the 
one who sees it of some high light in the 
holiday trip, or of some amusing episode 
of a day’s excursion, and it is surprising 
how often the feet of those photographed 
are mentioned when the snapshots are 
examined. Sometimes these very useful 
appendages are missing altogether, and 
their absence calls forth much sarcasm 
from the onlookers, but all. too often the 
feet of the poser are painfully evident 
and very much out of proportion to the 
rest of him. In a railway compartment 
the other day prints were being handed 
round and I heard a disgusted victim say 
of one snapshot: ‘‘ Oh, this is the one that 
has nothing in it but feet.” 


A Social Revolution 


A man in the spirit trade tells me that 
women are no longer shy about entering 
public houses and ordering liquid refresh- 
ment. Some years ago several city estab- 
lishments discouraged women customers by 
displaying notices stating: ‘* Ladies not 
Served ” Nowadays, however, women are 
welcomed, and I believe that they fre- 
quently drop in during the afternoon, 
when trade is slack, and stand each other 
glasses of “ nourishment.”’ Of course, in 
the fashionable hotels and restaurants 
women are not in the least embarrassed 
if they are observed drinking beer, wines 
or spirits. In some of the smaller streets 
the “ snugs’”’ are, I am told, reserved for 
women. who drop in for a chat and a 
smoke during the day. The foreman in 
one of these establishments told me that 
the conversation of these women consists 
on comments on the gossip of the 
neighbourhood. The poor hard-working 
creatures console each other over their 
glasses, and they never miss an oppor- 
tunity of referring to the “ aisy time the 
men has compared with the slaverv of a 
woman cookin’. washin’ an’ mendin’ from 
mornin’ to night.”

A wireless aerial on one house, 
bright pink curtains, neat rows of peas and 
beans and lettuce, But the paths were un- 
finished and covered with rough stones; and 
the fence wiring: was missing here and there. 
No water was laid on, but a special pump 
was being sunk beside the boreen. 


The Man in the Bawneen 


So far there was no sign of Connemara; 
but then we saw an old man in a bawneeun— 
that woollen waistcoat with sleeves, which is 
typical of the lrish-speaking districts. He 
was idly turning the fallen hay with his 
stick. We hailed him, and he replied 
naturally in Gaelic. We pretended we had 
no Irish, and he courteously broke into 
{nglish. We wanted to talk about his new 
home. He wanted to talk only of the home 
he had left. Life here was dull, he agreed. 
and Mass three miles away, too far. But did 
we know Lettermore? Did we know the 


Keanes? Ah, grand people. Bid we know 
Timsy Keane? And Carna? So we 
knew Carna? He traced the people 


we mentioned North and South with 
‘affiectionate remembrance, until it became 
plain that his world was gone 
mward to his mind, where it lived now only 
in memory. Back in Connemara a name—a 
donkey by the road—a’ straying hen would 
have evoked the life of half a century, the 
stories of a whole countryside. He lifted his 
eyes and looked around the vast horizon, and 
then he looked down into the fallen hay 
without interest. He might have been look. 
ing through the earth at the other side of 
_ eee ae 
Gradually, too, for us the world began to 
stand on its head, and time moved back- 
wards. A woman walked out of long ago 
and far away down the road to meet us; 
she wore a lovely black knitted shawl oí 
wool, with stripes on it the colour of the 
green-blue sea. Cromwell had sent ler to 
Hell or Connaught. Here she was back. out 
of the exile to which she had been con- 
demned, to an exile she had chosen for her- 
self. She had high cheekbones, brilliant 
brown eyes, the colour of her Western bog- 
pools; straight teeth, about which her mouth 
rounded itself like a cup. In’ that cup her 
Gaelic was like the rolling of marbles. We 
asked her straight questions, talking Irish 
to her, and she gave us straight answers— 
all obviqusly untrue. Did she like this place 
hetter than the West ?—Far better, ould 
she like to go back?—No. Her answers 
were too insistent and too pat—we knew our 
than to think they had 
suddenly become obvious and dunpant. Only 


when we.joked her about poteen did she 


come. alive, and afterwards, when we 
got. a. group of them into an argu- 
ment,- we, found that two things can 
always. take, a rise out of them— 
mention. of poteen and mention of the stones 
and rocks in Connemara. ‘These are the usual 
sneers cast at the Westerners, and, anyway, 
the subject. of illicit liquor is always a fine

, Talking to this dark woman we felt the 


‘years stretchingybaek into, centuries’ at every 


tone of her: voice, every gesture of her heavy 
hands. Aill the élan, the warmth, the fine 
qualities of character that are in the Gaeltacht 
stock. all the quickness of repartee, the soft- 
ness and hardness of the West was about us 
on that hot Meath road as we spoke. It was 
like a drink of wine. 


Defence of Connemara 


We met another girl whom we unkindly 
deceived into speaking English—we wanted to 
know how well they could speak it—and she 
was up in arms at once for Connemara. 

"“ But,” we said, “you have twenty acres 
of the finest land here. You wouldn't have 
quarter as much where you come from. Not 
as much land or as g ."

These seventeen families would 
do only one good thing by their voluntary exile, 
and that was to give a few acres of land to 
the people they left behind them. For them- 
_selves—here—what have we to offer or they 
to sell? Twenty acres of land? To rear eight 
‘or ten children? And after they are reared— 
a place as a potboy in a pub, or a labourer 
on the roads, or a machinist in a factory; 
or the girls may go as servants to our houses 
ust as they could have done without ever 
eaving Connemara. While we. in exchange, 
offer them cinemas, Sunday papers, vitupera- 
tive piety, acerb political gossip, a stagna- 
tion of ideas. In all these we shall swallow 
them up, and they will be no more noticed 
in the dish than a raspberry in a pan of 
onions. If they were small farmers gathered 
from all over Ireland this would not be rele- 
vant, but it is because they are Gaelic 
speakers that they have been gathered here— 
brought ostensibiy for their own peculiar 
merits as Gaels where their merits count for 
nothing to them once they have come. 

_What brain, addled by theorising over old 
history and remote from human values, 
created this scheme? What idealist was it 
who imagined that a bungalow and thirty 
shillings a week would sat'sfy and content 
two hundred Jonely human beings? 


Lopping of Spiritual Roots 


It can only have been somebody whose 
whole outlook on life nas become, in common 
with so many modern Irishmen, utterly 
material. For it is not at all too much to 
say that this thing is not merely unprofitable, 
but a brutality, since in effect all exile is 
a cruel lopping-off of spiritual roots. But 
it is the arrogance of it which angers one— 


and the gracelessness of it—for whether or 


not the cultural traclitions of these people 


are enervated, they themselves are far from 


enervated. They have colour and persanality, 
their lives have refined the spirit that is in 
them until their very eyes glow with a 
natural dignity that nobody can fail to 
respect. . Tó have brought them out of their 
own world into ours, out of their own age 
into ours, is like putting a fine old) wine 
into a tawdry, cheap bottle. And, finally, the 
thing is an injustice, because what they pos- 
sess—what alonc they possess, and what they 
alone possess—is not a culture or a civilisa- 
tion (that is, indeed, an old wine gone 
mouldy), but this very personal dignity of 
theirs fashioned into them by the simplicity 
of their western lives, and that is not saleable 
here,’ nor even convenient here, because mis- 
understood out of its proper setting. Their 
entire. manner of thought, their openness, 
their friendliness, their method. of living 
frugaliy, their very sense of humour, their 
hardness—it is all a division between them 
and their new world. They have migrated, 
in one word, where the exchange is against 
them. Dearly. like the Irish in America, 
thev will buy their experience. 

There is only one reason why one might 
say this experiment is wise or good, and 


that is that these people will be a little more 
They 
will be, when thev have forgotten the sting 


comfortable in their bodies It is true. 


in their hearts; like those American exiles 
who having become hardened, say to them- 


selyes, lying to themselves. as they must 


have often lied to their own kin before them, 
when they were encouraging them to go to 
New York or New Jersev: ‘{‘ Wouldn’t a 
berson be better off where there's enough to 
eat and drink?’ 

And yet the man who thonght of this 
scheme would, doubtless. be angered to be 
told that he had no imagination; nothing but 
the pitilessness of the dreamer for whom no- 
body and nothing exists but his dreams.

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White Sails Crowding.

() F recent years a voyage on one of the 

great grain-carrying sailing ships has 
become almost as popular as a cruise on a 
giant tiner, This is the story of a trip 
iron} Australia to Falmouth in the Swedish 
vessp! L Avenir, with a cargo of wheat. 
The) sail plan of these windjammers 
always has been something of a mystery 
to the amateur yachtsman; st hero 
everything is explained by simple sketches 
and} strictly non-technical description. 
Going sbout on these big ships is a matter 
of some aifficulty, and both watches are 
required tor the evolution. The maneuvre 
reqijires a strict watch on the compass, 
and| a certain measure of delicate judg- 
ment in deciding when to let go the main 
and| mizzen vards. If the breeze is un- 
comfortably fresh the ship always must go 
abolit stern to wind, an almost unheard-ol 
proteeding in a boat not rigged on the 
square sail principle. 

The chiel difficulty with those big 
vessels seems to be the presence of the 
stays which support the masts. These are 
all brought some way astern of the mast 
itself, so that the yardarms often are rest- 
ing| against them. If the yards are 
allowed to swing round too quickly they 
may carry away the backstays, and the 
magt, unsuppurted, may go. The whole 
thing, however, is made much clearer by 
Conjmander Butlin’s admirable little draw.

Eventually, how- 
ever, he was arrested and brought to the 
terrible Columbia Prison, near the 
Tempelhof Flying Field. For the next few 
months his life became unsupportable. All 
day and night this Columbia Prison was 
filled with ghastly screams and groans— 
men .were being tortured te death in the 
cellars.’ Herr Billmger got “his share. 
Sentenced to fifty uii with wet shorse- 
whips, after “ten or twelve Sashes 1 felt 
the blows only as dull detonations in my 
head.” He was revived with a bucket of 
cold water whenever.he lost consciousness ; 
and wlfen it was all over, he was made to 
swear that he had contracted his injuries 
“ falling down the stairs.” 

There have been many descriptions of 
Nazi brutality, but the account of what 
went on at the Tempelhof Acrodrome must 
be the most appalling ever written. After 
a while Herr Billinger was removed to a 
concentration camp, and here existence, 
although miserable, at least was not con- 
tinual torture.

Roughly, his period corresponds in some 
respects to the first two-thirds of Queen 
Victoria’s reign, but Mr. Graham stretches 
the resemblance too far.

In his treatment of home 
affairs Mr. Graham is less ‘satisfying than 
in his narrative of events abroad.

And Mr. Graham is not correct in his un- 
supported assertion that there is what he 
calls a direct intellectual connection 
between the incidents of the sixties and 
the accomplishments of the Marxian 
revolution. In one place what would have 
been a passable pun is spoiled by a mis- 
print. 

Having described Alexander's assassina- 
tion, he says in his final sentence: 
“ History is nothing but anniversaries. 
Twenty years later. almost to a day, the 
great revolution broke out which destroyed 
the house of Romanoff and the rule of 
the Tsars.” But Alexander was killed in 
1881, the Bolshevik revolution broke out 
in 1917, and history is much more than

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Atrocities 


Why did the revolt of 1934 take place? 
Because the Right came into power by 
democratic methods.

Traditional Spain had voted a 
Right Government into power. Defeated 
‘by democracy, the Communists resorted to 
force. The revolt was that of an armed 
minority against the people’s freely ex- 
pressed will. In the March and June 
numbers of Studies an authoritative 
account of what happened in Asturias 
under Red rule may be found—an account 
not written by a person ignorant of the 
Spanish language and of the elements of 
Spanish geography. 


There were atrocities. Thére must be, 
in a civil war, that most hideous of 
disasters; and where there is civil war 
there will be fanatical charges, too. 
Doubtless, some reports of the Red terror 
were exaggerated in the days of panic. 
Mrs. Manning quotes some of them and 
denies them ; and then swiftly she makes 
precisely the same charges against the 
Government forces—torture, rape, and so 
on. She denies that convents were out- 
raged and priests massacred—and the 
first reports on that score were exag- 
gexeted, no doubt. However, while she 
enies the extravagant rumours of thie 
days when the strife was raging she does 
not mention the proven cases of murder 
of clerics. She prints allegations by 
prisoners, some of which seem to be ex- 
travagant, and others which we would 
like to see investigated ; but she does not 
tell that these prisoners have been tried, 
or cite the sentences passed upon them. 
She could not do so; for the sentences 
were promulgated only since her volume 
appeared, Her account ol 
prisoners may be compared _ profitably 
with last week’s news from Spain about 
their fates.

A.E. and the Nation 


It was a fine thing for the infant Irish 
Free State that it could comman? the 
loyalty of the likes of A.E., and it is one 
of her tragedies that she made so little 
use of the immense talents they placed at 
her command. The Irish Statesman had 
many enemies in its time; yet it repre- 
sented a real effort to provide the Free 
State with something that she hadly 
wanted, and I venture to think that there 
are many people here who would be glad 
to see it reappear. For A.FE., when he 
was discoursing of the most mundane 
things retained that deep streak of 
idealism which is so lamentably lacking 
in our national counsels to-day. I make 
no apology for harking back once again 
to “ The National Being ” and some of 
those leading articles of his in the [Trish 
Homestead and the T/rish Statesman.

Redeems a Promise to 
Himself

hay the closirig* years of Jast eentury a 
young Englishman’ of ‘twenty-three or 
thereabouts had recently finished his 
medical studies, and was living at Seville, 
where he frequented’ the tavern kept by 
Don Fernando, innkeeper and. eurio- 
dealer, It was, it appears, only the per- 
sistence of Don Fernando which caused 
the Englishman one day to become the 
possessor of a small parchment-bound 
volume, with the date, 1586, on the title 
page. Its exterior was unprepossessing, 
and it remained: for long nnread, but the 
transaction was later to have important 
consequences. For the young Englishman 
was Mr. Somerset Maugham, and the 
little squat book, with its archaic prifting 
and sixteenth-century Spanish © ortho- 
graphy, proved to be the biography of a 
certain Don. Ihigo de Ofiaz, soldier and 
qgalant homme, better known to later ages 
as Saint Ignatius Loyola; and the im- 
pact upon the cool, analytical and dis- 
passionate mind of Mr. Maugham of the 
chivalry and burning religious zeal of 
Spain is the principal theme which under- 
lies this unusual and fascinating book. 


Conversation and Cookery 


There were other factors at work. 
There was a book which Mr. Maugham 
had written in his youth about 
Andalusia. It was a bad book, he tells 
us, and, feeling that Spain deserved some- 
thing better at his hands, he was tempted 
next to write an historical romance, a 
picaresque novel of the Golden Age ol 
Spain, 

For some years Mr. Maugham read 
omnivorously in the literature of the 
period, assembling his material ; but some- 
ow the novel remained unwritten, ahd 
the ghosts of its characters walk through 
the pages of the present work—Agustin 
de Rojas, the strolling player, Lope de 
Vega, and his two thousand odd plays; 
the enigmatic El Greco, the exile from 
Crete, Santa Teresa, most appealing of 
Spanish mystics, Miguel de Cervantes 
himself. There is a dissertation on 
Spanish cooking, with an excursus on 
arroz a tla _ Valenciana, which the 
Andalusians call paella, that dish in 
which all the shellfish of the Penin- 
sula are held in a state of 
symbiosis with fice and. onions. 
There is a development of Borrow’s 
observation that the Spanish language is 
superior to its literature, which Mr. 
Maugham attributes in part to the amateur 
element in Spanish authors.

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The Dictator’s Way 


According to well-informed reports from 
Germany, interesting develépments seem 
to be pending in that country. It is little 
more than a year ago since Herr Hitler's 
dramatic “ purge’’ shocked Europe into a 
realisation of thy gravity of the Nazi 
movement, and since that time Herr 


men who were slain on June 30th, 1934, 
were mostly of the Radical type—they 
were Socialists first and Nationalists after- 
wards, whereas Herr Hitler and General 
Goering are just the reverse. When 
Captain Roehm was shot dead in his 


Herr Hitler within the Nazi Party lost 
its leader; for, although Roehm was a 
man of the lowest character, he un- 
doubtedly was a man of great force 
of will. His disappearance left the dis- 
contented elements in the Storm Troops 
without a mouthpiece, and strengthened 
General Goering’s position enormously. 
Since last year the General has been the 
effective head of the militant Nazis. Herr 
Hitler has been concerning himself largely 
with European and world affairs, while 
General Goering has been seeing to the 
security of the party within the German 
frontiers. In a movement so large and so 
diverse as the Nazi movement divergencies 
of opinion are inevitable. Herr Hitler 
tried at one blow to sweep away the tradi- 
tions of centuries, and to replace them 
by an entirely untried system of National 
The ‘‘ change-over’’ was made 
possible only by the. institution of the 
most rigid and tyrannous dictatorship 
that the world ever had known. Every- 
thing was gleichgeschaltet. It was pro- 
claimed officially that there was only one 
god, and that Adolf Hitler was his 
prophet, and the events of June 30th 
proved that a bullet awaited anybody who 
might dare to challenge the leader's 
supremacy. For twelve months this con- 
dition of affairs has continued. The 
Hitler-Goering-Goebbels triumvirate has 
been in supreme command ; but of recent 
months there have been insistent whispers 
of growing discontent within the party’s 
ranks. 

Colour is lent to these rumours by the 
sudden appointment as Chief of Police 
in Berlin of Count Helldorff, who is 
known to be one of the most enthusiastic 
of the extreme Nazis. He is a Radical, 
who hates all Jews, regards Herr Hitler 
as a demi-god, and believes firmly in the 
use of force in all emergencies. The new 
police chief réplaces Admiral von Levetzow, 
who achieved notoriety during the War as 
a result of his bombardment of Scar- 
borough and the .Hartlepools from the 
sea. The Admiral was believed to enjoy 
the complete confidence of Herr Hitler 
and General Goering, but his sudden dis- 
missal suggests that something has 
happened to change all that. During the 
last few months there has been a notice- 
able revival of the most aggressive 
elements in the Nazi policy. Attacks 
against the Jews have been becoming more 
and more frequent, and have been growing 
in violence. The Government’s attitude 
towards the students’ corps—some of the 
oldest and most highly respected institu- 
tions in Germany—has been gratuitously 
offensive, and the campaign against both 
the Evangelical and Catholic Churches 
has been intensified. All these things 
point to the increasing influence of the 
Radical wing of the National-Socialist 
Party. Since the “8.A., or brown- 
shirted Storm Troops, were virtually dis- 
banded after the blood bath of June, 1934, 
the young men who helped Herr Hitler 
to power have been inclined to resent the 
curtailment of their formerly almost un- 
bridled authority. They have obeyed 
orders, because they knew the penalty of 
disobedience; but there can be little doubt 
that large numbers of the rank-and-file, 
although fervently loyal to Herr Hitler 
himself, have been becoming increasingly 
impatient of General Goering’s antics. As 
happens sooner or later in the case of 
every dictatorship, underground influences 
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have been at work in Germany. The 


absence of an independent Press has given 
rise to smouldering discontent among the 
masses, and the situation at the moment 
is charged with danger. 

We do not suggest for a moment that 
the days of the Hitler dictatorship are 
numbered ; the Germans are a docile and 
well-disciplined people, who will stand far 
more than the English or the Irish people 
would stand. We do suggest, however, 
that Herr Hitler has reached a stage at 
which he must be prepared to give his 
followers something more substantial than 
mere catch cries and party songs. The 
economic situation in Germany is almost 
desperate, and it must be remembered that 
dictatorships are costly luxuries. Like 
Signor Mussolini in Italy, Herr Hitler 
has been forced to spend vast sums in 
‘‘ doles ' of one kind and another. The 
German people rallied magnificently to his 
side last winter, when t°-: Winterhilfe 
campaign for the workless realised huge 
amounts; but in spite of the most 
ingenious devices for the encouragement of 
exports, and of all Dr. Schacht’s many 
artifices for the postponement of a 
financial crisis, things in the Fatherland

The only reasonable alternative to the 
recovery of her colonies—at any rate, in 
part—is expansion eastwards in the 
Ukraine. That, however, will be another 
day’s work. i 


Greater Dublin 


Mr. Sean T. O'Kelly made a reassuring 
statement in the Dáil yesterday on the 
Committee which has been set up to 
inquire into the working of the Greater 
Dublin Act. The Act, which aimed at the 
wise development of the city area, passed 
into law with the proviso that a tribunal 
should be set up within five years to 
consider what changes, if any, were needed 
in view of changed conditions. The five 
years have passed, and the tribunal has 
been set up. As its whole value depc:.ted 


gestions, it obviously was to be hoped that 
it would be allowed the widest possible 
scope, and that it would not be merely a 
machine to give effect to decisions already 
arrived at by the Government. Mr. 
O’Kelly has cleared away any doubts 
which may have been held on this point. 
His Committee is to examine the whole 
administration of Dublin in the light ot 
the working of the Greater Dublin Act, 
and it invite evidence from the 
various interests which have been affected 
by it. It will have no power, of itself, to 
take any steps, but it will submit a report 
of its findings to the Minister. The 
public will be glad to hear that there is 
hope of a thorough investigation; for 
certainly there is need of one. As Mr. 
Burke. said during yesterday’s debate, 
there are a great many problems in Dublin 
which are becoming acute, and they may 
become desperate in the future unless 
proper steps are taken to deal with them.

Act, the “economic. war” and the 
stoppage of emigration have confronted 
Dublin with a new situation. The former 
has led to a development of its industries, 
and the latter has led to a great increase 
in its numbers. The growth of population— 
although it has brought minor problems 
such as traffic congestion and the need for 
a new water supply—is reflected mainly 
in a development in housing, and hete the 
Committee ean do very useful work. 
Dublin is growing in a haphazard way, 
taking little care for the needs of the 
present, and none at all for those of the 
future. In Great Britain such things as 
“ribbon development ' were recognised as 
evils only when it was too late to do any- 
thing about them. Here, although we 
have had plenty of time to take warning 
from the problems of other coyntries, we 


ourselves. Uncontrolled private building 
is responsible for many of them, but 
another cause lies in the boundaries 
defined by the Greater Dublin Act. Dublin 
and its suburbs are controlled by four 
different authorities, and any attempt at 
planned housing tends to be hampered 
because many of the available sites are 
partly under one authority and partly 
under another. One of the most important 
of the Committee’s tasks will be to decide 
whether the present system of adminis- 
tration is good enough, or whether some 
scheme for joint contro] should take its 
place. 


Air for Children 


Nearly all the schools by this time have 
closed down for the summer, and it is, 
perhaps, rather late to.discuss the adapta- 
tion of our schools to summer conditions, 
Hot weather, however, will come again 
next year, and the year after, when it will 
he no less important to have considered 
the health of the school-children. Dr. 
Charles 8. Thompson’, Medical Superinten- 
dent Officer of Health for the City of 
Belfast, has just produced his annual 
report, in the course of which he makes 
an earnest plea for the establishment of 
open-air nursery schools. Ten such 
schools, he says, would provide a ‘‘ splen- 
did opportunity of building a strong and 
virile generation of men and women.”’ He 
calls attention to one Belfast school, which 
was erected five years ago at a cost of 
£750, and is designed to allow the children 
the greatest possible quantity of fresh air. 
No healthier and better nourished children 
between. two and six years of age, says 
Dr. Thompson, could be found in the city. 
We suggest that the lesson which he recom- 
mends to Belfast should be accepted also 
by Dublin and the Free State in general. 
Some day, presumably, there will be suffi- 
cient money and sufficient public spirit to 
transform all the schools south of the 
border into sunny and healthy buildings, 
instead of the dark and dismal edifices 
which so many of them are to-day. In the 
meantime, much can be done by teachers 
and managers to ensure that the children 
shall obtain the benefits of fresh air. 
Classes can be taken, for example, in the 
playgrounds—a practice which, indeed. is 
being followed by an increasing number of 
schools, The more fresh air that the Free 
State’s school-children can obtain—we 
assume, of course, that precautions will be 
taken against the excessive heat of the 
sun—the better it will be for their health ; 
and the health of the children is a nation’s 
chief concern. -

Racial feeling has 
had even worse results in the United 
States; but, indeed, it was inevitable that 
it should exist. Moreover, the fact that 
the negro is beginning to attain to real 
freedom is likely to make it all the more 
bitter. The coloured population ‘has been 
increasing at an enormous speed, it has 
great voting power, and before long it may 
be able to escape from all its disabilities. 
The Government of Pennsylvania, for 
instance, in order to secure the political 
support of the negroes, has passed an Act 
asserting their right to many things from 
which they have been excluded—such as 
the use of schools, hospitals, swimming 
baths and other resorts of the same kind. 
In the future negroes and whites will be 
equal socially as well as politically, but 
the white population is furious. It granted 
equality to the negroes, but it has an 
illogical—though perfectly natural—objec- 
tion to mixing so closely with them.

Earlier in the evening a meeting of Pro- 
testant Church leaders. called by the 
Bishop of Down, the Moderator of the 
General 
Ghurch, and the cx-President of the Irish 
Methodist Church, unanimously passed the 
following resolution:— —. 

“ We, representing the clergy of the 
Protestant Churches of Belfast, express 
our distress and abhorrence at the blood- 
shed and disorder that have recently 
brought disgrace to our city. We offer our 
svmpathy without distinction to all who 
have been bereaved and injured and who 
had their homes destroyed. We confess 
our shame and grief that members of a 
Christian community are guilty of inflict- 
ing such outrages on each other.

THE BEET CROP 


Outlining the company’s plans for the 
current season, the chairman said that of 
the 54,500 Statute acres of beet sown this 
season, all save 1,250 Statute acres are 
being grown under the new contracts for 
the three years 1935-’36-"37. These con- 
tracts provide for the payment of a flat 
price of 37s. 6d. per ton for beet of a sugar 
content of 174 per cent. (the average of 
the past few years), representing an 
advance of 2s, 6d. per ton as compared 
with the 1934 price. - 


comparatively backward in its early stages. 
owing to drought and cold in May, he was 
glad to report remarkably good progress 
in the last few weeks. and the crop on 
the whole now promised well. 


COAL SUPPLIES 


To facilitate handling the beet an 
additional locomotive was being provided 
for each of the new factories, and railway 
siding accommodation at Mallow and 
Thurles was nearing completion. The 
sugar stores at these factories, as well as 
at Mallow, were being extended. 

In pursuance of their policy of using 
home materials and products, the com- 
pany had taken 40, tons of coal and 
slack from Saorstat collieries up to end of 
April last. Since that date 9,000 tons had 
been received and regular deliveries con- 
tinued. In preparation. for the coming 
campaign orders for 915,000 sugar sacks 
and 1,040,000 pulp sacks had been placed 
with Saorstat firms. The directors hoped 
that the manufacture of pulp sack cloth 
and of other materials for filter cloths and 
filter bags will be undertaken in this 
country in the near future. 


TRAINING. SCHEME 


The training of technica] staffs, as well 
as of skilled workers, for employment in 
the company’s factories, is a matter en- 
gaging the attention of the directors. 
Nationals who had undergone special 
courses of training in sugar technology in 
the Glasgow School of Sugar Manufacture 
had, since their appointment to the fac- 
tories in September last, been afforded 
every opportunity of gaining experience. 

In this connection the chairman referred 
to the company’s scheme for the training 
of apprentices in sugar cooking and other 
skilled trades. Under this scheme fifty- 
four apprentices were selected by competi- 
tive examination, and had begun their 
apprenticeship course in the factories. 
During the current non-manufacturing 
season half of that number were mainly 
engaged in attending special classes at the 
factories, while the remainder were attend- 
ing whole-time courses of instruction at 
local technical schools or in Dublin. All 
these apprentices would be engaged in the 
factories in the coming. campaign. 


COMPANY'S CAPITAL 


Referring to the issue of Preference 
Shares, as outlined in the prospectus pub- 
lished that morning, the chairman said 
that, with the £500,000 now offered, the 
company’s capital would suffice for the 
ordinary capital requirements of the com- 
pany’s present undertakings.

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O* the adjournment of the Dail yester- 
day Mr. 8. Burke (U.1., Tipperary) 
raised the subject of the Dublin Boundaries 
Tribunal. He said he did so because he 
was not altogether satisfied with the 
answer that the Minister gave on Thurs- 
ay. It was obvious that the Minister 


laid down whefi the Greater Dublin Com- 
mission was established. He was glad 
that Mr. Gavan Duffy had been appointed 
to the Tribunal. He presumed that Mr. 
Gavan Duffy would ‘Chairman, but 
thought that Mr. Gavan Duffy would not 
be in a position to add very much to the 
constructive work of the Committee, 

Most of that work would be done by the 
officials of the Department of Public 
Health. Nobody had greater admiration 
for the zeal and ability of the officials of 
that department than he In all matters 
which fell properly within their functions 
as civil servants, he had the greatest 
possible respect for their opinions; but 
this was not a matter which should be 
disposed of solely by permanent officials. 


IMPORTANT QUESTIONS 


He thought that the Minister. when 
setting up this body, would have referred 
back to the original Greater Dublin Com- 
mission, and that, if he did not exactly 
readopt the personnel, he would get a body 
of equal prestige and independence to 
do this work. The questions to be 
decided by the Tribunal were among the 
most important that would have to be 
decided by vhis generation. The City of 
Dublin was probably the most complete 
capital in the world in the ‘respect that 
there was no activity and no function of 
national importance in the country that 
had not its head and centre in Dublin. 
Whatever happened in Dublin was of vital 
importance to the rest of the country. 

The Minister was aware that there were 
many problems in Dublin which were 
becoming acute at the present moment, 
and which might become desperate. They 
had a rapidly increasing population here. 
The population had increased by leaps 
and bounds since the Free State was estab- 
lished, and the pace had been accelerated 
owing to the stoppage of emigration to the 
United States, and all this surplus popula- 
tion was now being jammed up here in 
Dublin The industrial policy of the 
Government, if it led to anything, was 
bound to attract people to the city, while 
their agricultural policy was likely to 
Noe people írom the country into the 
city. 


HOUSING AND WATER 


This increase of population was leading 
to other sericus problems. There had 
been a marvellous deve:opment in housing 
construction in the city, and that develop- 
ment, unfortunately, was along haphazard 
and chaotic lines. If there was not some 
control of that development they were going 
to have confusion confounded in the city. 
The water supply of Dublin was a matter 
of very serious consideration, and also the 
trafic problem. If they were not to have 
a continuation of accidents like what hap- 
pened at Mount Street Bridge that would 
have to be drastically dealt with. These and 
other matters of public health would have 
to be considered, and they wanted the 
Tribunal to go into them thoroughly. 

The question was whether four indepen- 
dent, absolutely unconnected. and unco- 
ordinated bodies, such as they had looking 
after local goverument in the County 
Dublin, were best suited to deal with the 
problem, or whether the time had not 
arrived to set up some co-ordinating link, 
if not with executive powers, at least with 
consultative powers, to try and bring about 
some uniformity and some better regulated 
system in the development of the various 
municipal authorities that were respon- 
sible for the area. The Dun Laoghaire 
Corporation already were seeking wider 
boundaries. It was a question whether 
that matter should be dealt with solely 
from the point of view of Dun Laoghaire 
or whether that body should not advert 
to the position of the boundaries of 
Greater Dublin as a whole.

LETTER TO MR. FRANK 
MacDERMOT

wee speech of the Right Hon. J. H. 
Thomas, Minister for the Dominions. 
in the Irish debate in the House of 
Commons on July 10th has been variously 
interpreted. The more general under- 
standing of the speech was that it was a 
threat to use force in certain. circum- 
stances towards the Irish Free State. 

Mr, Frank MacDermot, T.D., Deputy- 
Chairman of the United Ireland Party, 
Sn geben the Dominions Minister as to 
the real meaning of his references, and 
has received a reply from Mr. Thomas, 
in the course of which he says :— 

“IT am in receipt of your letter, 
and thank you for drawing my atten- 
tion to the misinterpretation of my 
speech in certain Press reports. You 
will see, on reading Hansard, that 
the idea that I suggested the use of 
force is entirely inconsistent with the 
whole trend of my speech, and, indeed, 
when the spokesman for the Labour 
Party endeavoured to place such an 
interpretation on it, not only did I 
correct him, but Sir Thomas Inski 
also developed the point in his oa 4 
winding up the debate.” 


OFFICIAL REPORT 


According to the Hansard report, Mr. 
Thomas said :— 

The opener of the debate this after- 
noon, while dealing with the legal point 
of view, said that the Government had 
missed every opportunity of settling this 
question, I asked him to degne the 
opportunities that we had missed. He 
gave two. He said that the first was when 
Mr. de Valera sent his despatch, and 
asked that we should define our attitude 
if he declared a Republic. The Govern- 
ment—and this House endorsed our 
action—said that we refused to answer 
a hypothetical question, but we refused 
because we did not believe then, and do 
not believe to-day, that the Free State 
would declare a Republic with all the 
consequences that follow. This is not a 
new question to me. Mr. de Valera him- 
self raised it; he raised quite frankly with 
us the question of a Republic, I pointed 
out to him the effect. 

There is a lot of silly talk about what 
are the advantages of becoming a Republic, 
but we are obliged to face the facts. The 
first effect would be that Irish doctors 
and Irish veterinary surgeons, numbering 
between 8,000 and 9,000, would become 
ee Thousands of Irishmen w"o are 
civil’ servants would become aliens. The 
250,000 ordinary workers who are Irish. 
men would become aliens, and not one of 
them could retain his job, ‘except by a 
permit similar to that granted to every 
foreigner in this country. 


ANXIOUS TO BE FRIENDS 


The hon, and gallant member for 
Bournemouth (Sir H. Croft) asked what 
are we going to do about it. My answer 
is, and I speak authoritatively for the 
Government, that we are not going to be 
a party to—and we will take every step 
we can to prevent—Southern Ireland going 
out of the British Commonwealth, no 
matter what may be the temptation, no 
matter what the irritation may be, no 
matter how much we may be provoked. 
The geographical position of Ireland is 
the best indication that we ought to be 
friends with Ireland. The economic posi- 
tion of Ireland, her dependence upon us, 
and her great value to us as a trading 
community, indicate that the advantage 
would be for us to be friends. and we want 
A “4 — We are anxious to be 
riends, but there 
coe wie are certain fundamental 

I have already answered the question 
of the Tribunal. No one assumes for one 
moment that the mere question of annui- 
ties 1s the only difficulty. We could soon 
get over that difficulty, if that were the 
only matter in dispute. But are the Oath 
of Allegiance, the Governor-General as 
the King’s ropresentative—a “ foreion 
King ” as defined by Mr. de Valera—not 
fundamental to any settlement? Of 
course, these things are fundamental. Of 
course, they have to be brought in review. 
Not only this Government, but any other 
Government, and every Irishman in this 
country know that the facts are as I have 
stated them. We have missed no oppor- 
tunity, and we will miss no opportunity.

Accordingly: the Government has resigned, 
and M. Tsaldaris will undertake the 
formation of a new Cabinet. | 

He called upon the President, Pr. 


Zaimis, this evening, and handed in the 


formal resignation of the Ministry. 

It is understood that the crisis wis 
caused by the demand of General 
Kondylis, Minister of War; M. Theotokis, 
Minister of Agriculture; and several other 
Ministers who favour the return of the 
monarchy, that certain Ministers who had 
openly declared their attachment to the 
Republican régime should be e<pelled from 
the Cabinet. 

The Premier refused, pointing out that 
he had already declared to the National 
Assembly that the, Government would 
observe strict neutrality during the forth- 
coming plebiscite on the questicn, in order 
to assure its impartiality. 

General Kondylis and M. Theotokis 
thereupon resigned, and M. Tsaldaris de- 
cided that the whole Government should 
be re-modelled. 

“I shall form a Government according 
to my own conceptions and direct its 
policy.” declared the Premier in a state- 
ment to the Press to-day. “ I shall base 
myself upon the confidence of the people 
and not on that of the mob.”’

In a leading article to-day, 7 ¢ Times, 
referring to the reviews of the three 
fighting forces during the past fortnight, 
says:—It is a great privilege that these 
sailors and soldiers and airmen enjoy thus 
to stand up in formal array and modest 
pride before their King, knowing them- 
selves trained and exercised to a perfection 
that may confront the keenest criticism 
unashamed. Life offers seldom, and to 
few, the chance thus to submit themselves 
and their work for inspection, and to re- 
turn fortified with the assurance that high 
authority has seen it to be good. By con- 
trast, the civilian, unable to find an 
ultimate authority to judge his work, or to 
interpret its judgment with certainty, if 
it could be found, cannot but wish that 
he and his fellows might also display 
themselves before their Sovereign. 

Some may feel that, through their repre- 
sentatives, they are doing so at to-day’s 
review: of the Metropolitan Police, for a 
constable is proxy for all civilians in their 
duty to the State. Yet it is not his proxy, 
but himself, that the ordinary man would 
like to exhibit. Diffiident as he may be of 
his capacity to prove himself, it is 
his very difidence that makes him 
crave the seal of tested merit, which 
can come only from a source outside 
him, and is not given to masteriess men. 
He has noted. the gracious innovation by 
which merchant sailors and fishermen have 
been permitted to. moor their craft in the 
line of battle at Spithead, and he wonders 
whether the modern. developments at 
Aldershot may portend some equal honour 
for the unmilitary landsman. If the 
horsemen and the’ riflemen, the guns and 
the tanks, can be followed by lines of 
what—but for their surpassing sleekness— 
look like ordinary motor cars and lorries.

At the beginning of public business in 
the Dail yesterday, three new bills, 
and a distressing piece of information, were 
presented to the House. The three bills 
were the Local Government (Dissolved 
Authorities) Bill, Fisheries (Tidal Waters) 
Bill and the Fisheries Bill. The distress- 
ing piece of information was contained in 
the fact that the Government made 
arrangements to take the second stage -of 
the Local Government (Dissolved Authori- 
ties) Bill next Wednesday week. Most 
people believed that next week would be 
the final one of the session. When the 
House learned of its fate a soft ululation 
arose from the Government back bench, in 
which Miss Pearse and Mrs. Concannon 
were sitting together. - They may have 
been: bemoaning the discomforts of the 
extended session, or bewailing some 
private grief of their own. i 

When the three new measures had been 
introduced the House settled down to dis- 
cuss the rather unattractive matter of the 
slaughter of cattle and sheep. The debate 
was resumed from Thursday 's session, 
Deputy McMenamin continuing his speech, 
to the intense, and somewhat obscure, 
amusement of the Minister for Agriculture. 


LET’S TALK OF PIGS 


Deputy McMenamin, however, failed to 
entertain the House to the same degree 
that Deputy Keating, on the previous day, 
had done. Deputy Keating, rising to 
speak late on Thursday evening, devoted 
the first three minutes of his speech to 
the subject under discussion. Then he 
abandoned that line completely, and passed 
on to the difficulties and technicalities of 
wheat-growing. In a spirit of. totally un- 
founded optimism the Chair allowed him 
Deputy Keating: did not, 
however, ever really return to the matter 
before the House, From wheat he moved 
to green crops, and from these to beet. 
At this point the Chair reminded him 
that he was dealing with the slaughter of 
cattle and pigs. Deputy Keating explained 
that he knew all about that, but, as it 
was seldom that he got a chance to speak 
his mind; he thought he ought to be 
allowed to continue. He began to speak 
about oats. Once again the Chair assured 
him this was utterly irrelevant. Rather 
wistfully, Deputy Keating asked if he 
might be allowed to talk about pigs. “‘ Not 
even pigs,’’ observed the Chair, with a 
world .of regret in his voice. “Deputy 
Keating then closed with a leading ques- 
tion about sugar beet. 


ATTACK ON NIGHT SCHOOLS 


As I s’ id before, however, yesterday 
morning’s proceedings were distinguished 
bv no such charming incident. Deputy 
Belton and the Minister for Agriculture, 
as usual, got on each other’s nerves to a 
dreadful degree. Deputy Belton thought 
that the real point, of the bill was con- 
tained in the answer to the following 
question, which he put to the Minister: 
“ How can five cattle be put into three 
stalls if each is already occupied?’’ Dr. 
Ryan, in a frenzy of impatience, rushed 
headlong to deal with Deputy Belton, but 
then suddenly it must have struck him 
that it was all pretty hopeless. He turned 
to the Chair in agony. ‘‘Oh, for goodness 
sake, Ceann Comhairle,” he cried, “' let 
him go to night school.” Deputy Belton 
smiled “comfortably, and gave a short 
résumé of his educational career. It did 
nothing to appease Dr. Ryan. 

During the brief periods when he was 
not involved with Deputy Belton, the 
Minister for Agriculture gave the House 
thumbnail sketches of the congenital 
ignorance. of Deputies O'Sullivan, 
O’ Higgins, MacMenamin, Cosgrave and 
Haslett. He reviewed the speech of each 
member, and then observed: “ Well, it 
shows the state of the man’s mind.” He 
deplored the Opposition cry of “ Stop the 
economic war.” Some deputies never said 
anything else. and they never even read 
the bills’ under discussion. ‘Stop the 
economic war” was enough for them.

Then he: turned upon Deputy Haslett. 
Deputy Haslett, at an earlier stage, had 
pronounced himself to be above party 
interests. Dr. Ryan now questioned this 
statement, saying that Deputy Haslett was 
in the habit of following Deputy Cosgrave 
into the division lobby, whatever opinion 
he himself might hold on the matter at 
issue. ‘‘That’s an unfair statement,”’ 
interrupted Deputy Haslett quietly, and, 
almost certainly, truthfully.

Throughout the morning the Public 
Gallery had been amazingly full for an 
early session, but: now, with the arrival 
of the Approved Investments Bill, the 
visitors suddenly came to their senses and 
stampeded. from the Chamber.

1t is possible, of course, that 
Italy might now agree to the appointment, 
of a fifth arbitrator to sit with the Arbi- 
tration Commission, but Abyssinia is 
hardly likely to approve of such a step 
at this stage, ‘ad she is anxious to have 
both her original appeal and that which 
she subsequently lodged with the League 
heard at the earliest moment. Failing a 
settlement in the meantime it would 
appear that the Council could hardly 
refuse to embark on a full discussion. 

It is anticipated, says a Geneva message, 
that Abyssinia will, on the one hand, 
raise the question of Italy’s warlike pre- 
parations, and, on the other, the action 
of the Italian Government in asking and 
obtaining from certain’ Governments an 
embargo on arms and ammunition destined 
for Abyssinia. Her delegate will argue

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DEATH IN PRISON 
INFIRMARY

PARIS, Friday. 

Madame Marthe Hanau, known as the 
French ' Woman Wizard of Finance,” 
died in the infirmary of Fresnes Prison 
to-day. Last Sunday she attempted to 
commit suicide by taking veronal, and it 
is believed that this was directly respon- 
sible for her death. 

The story of Marthe Hanau is one of 
the most remarkable of the century. 
Starting virtually from nothing, she made 
her name notorious throughout the world, 
particularly in relation to financial deals 
of a doubtful character. 

She first came into the limelight with 
the famous Gazette du Franc scandal. As 
a result of that crash thousands of smal! 
investors were ruined and many of them 
committed suicide. 

From 1930 onwards Mme. Hanau’s name 
filled the front pages of the newspapers 
with accounts of, her lawsuits and her 
appeals. She partly served successive 
terms of imprisonment, and at one time 
when under preventive detention at the 
Sante Prison ba cell was said to resemble 
a lawyer's office. The walls were lined 
with books; there was a carpet on the 
floor; she had a large desk to work at. 
But her hunger strikes and a motor 
accident that nearly proved fatal impaired 
her health. 

From Chocin Hospital she managed to 
make a dramatic escape one night. The 
police were induced to leave her side, and 
her maid, who had permission to visit her, 
arrived with blankets and lowered her out 
of the window. 

Later she appeared at the Sante Prison, 
where she tried to give herself up.

HILDREN oí fifty nations will be dis- 
b cussed at the World Education Congress 

which will open at Oxford on August 
10. 

The congress, which will be the first. great 
international conference on education ever 
held, has been organised by the Nationat 
Union of Teachers, in co-operation with the 
secondary teachers’ organisations. 

Nearly 2,000 delegates will travel from al- 
most every country of the world to attend 
the conference. ‘They will include members of 
foreign Governments, University professors, 
education administrators and eminent 
teachers, and will represent fifty nations. 
During their stay they will be the guests of 
the National Umon of Teachers. 

Great Britain will be represented by its 
most eminent educationalists and teachers’ 
leaders from England, Wales, Scotland and 
Ireland. ‘Three world educational organisa- 
tions will take part in the congress. 

The most widely representative is the 
World Federation of Education Associations. 
The other two represent the world’s teachers 
—the International Federation of Associations 
of Secondary Teachers and the International 
Federation of Teachers’ Association. 

Lord Halifax, Chancellor of Oxford Univer- 
sity, will weleome delegates at a general 
assembly on August 12, at which Mr. F. 
Mander, President, World Federation . of 
Education Associations, will preside. The

In connaction with the ‘‘ triple’’ congress, 
an exhibition of British school children’s 
activities is being arranged by the Board of 
Education in co-operation with the local 
education authorities and the National Unie 
of Teachers. 

The exhibition is the first national education 
demonstration ever organised, and is planned 
to give foreigners a complete picture of our 
education system. Various departments will 
present, in pictorial form and by exhibits, 
the work of infant, elementary and secondary 
schools, technical colleges, training colleges, 
and universities. 

In each department special sections will 
deal with physical training work, craft work, 
the ordinary studies, and social activities, 
sach as school journeys and parents’ associae 
tions. 

“We “want to make it as easy as possible 
for our foreign visitors to get a complete pic- 
ture of what education in England stands 
for,’ a Board of Education official stated in 
an interview. Nearly 200 English and Welsh 
education authorities have already agreed te 
send specimens of school-children’s work. 

Dispiays of folk-dancing will be given dur- 
ing the Congress week, and a demonstration 
of pipe-playing by school-girls of Street 
(Somerset), who have cut and tuned their 
j own instruments from strips of bamboo. De. 
monstrations of how films and broadcasting 
| can be used in schools will also be given. 

During the Congress, the town will be 
specially ‘“‘ way-marked” by posters and 
signposts. Schoolboys from the local schools 
will act as guides and stewards to delegates.
